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Celebration of Art Stephenson's Life 


Art Stephenson, Vice President of the Canadian Associa- 
tion of Wooden Money Collectors, passed away of a heart 
attack on Tuesday January 27, 2009. Art had celebrated 
his 60" birthday on January 26" and was rushed to hospi- 
tal in the early morning hours of January 27" where he 
died. Art was a long-standing member of the Waterloo 
Coin Society, the Ontario Numismatic Association, the Ca- 
nadian Association of Wooden Money Collectors, the 
Royal Canadian Numismatic Association, and a number of 
other Numismatic clubs, societies, and associations. He 
was a regional Director of the O. N. A. Art was also the 
president, for two terms, of the South Wellington Coin Club 
which celebrated its 10 year anniversary in 2007. Over re- 
cent years, Art developed an extensive catalogue on 
wooden money and its history, with particular emphasis on 
those originated in Canada. Art could be seen regularly at 
monthly meetings of numismatic clubs and societies in 
O.N.A. areas 4, 5 and 6 and providing important updates 
and insights, and Art would quickly volunteer his support at 
coin shows, conventions, and display and promo days. Art 
shook your hand, and left behind a nice surprise, and he 
was known for his special Christmas woods, and generos- 
ity to youth numismatic programs, and bidding on local 
auctions. Never has there been a participant who won as 
often and as many door prizes and Pirates' Treasure and 
Attendance Awards as Art. Art attended several C.N.A 
conventions in Ontario including Niagara Falls in 2006 & 
2007 and also attended the Ottawa convention in 2008. 





Prior to returning east in 1990 Art had an active numismatic life in Calgary. Art joined the Calgary Numis- 
matic Society in 1983, was elected to the Executive in 1987 and was President of the CNS in 1988. He was 
very active in the club's activities during the late 1980's, including local Coin shows and Coin Week Canada. 
In 1989 Art helped out by coordinating displays from club members during a six week Heritage event spon- 
sored by the Alberta Historical Resources Foundation and the Calgary Heritage Network. He was down- 
town at the displays many times each week for the full six weeks. A portion of the numismatic material on 
display was loaned by Art. While living in Calgary Art attended several CNA conventions including Regina 
1985, Toronto 1986 and Calgary 1987. 


Art moved back to Ontario in 1990 but he renewed his CNS membership in 2000 and maintained his mem- 
bership until his death. While in Calgary Art collected medals medallions and tokens of the Calgary area 
and also collected Canadian woods with a special interest in Prince George Spruce Dollars. Art returned to 
Calgary in 2005 to attend the CNA convention. Art volunteered to serve as Vice President of CAWMC 
when no one stood for election and was appointed by the President and was re-elected in 2007. 


He was also a long-standing member of the Royal Canadian Legion. Art fought a brave battle with his 
health throughout the last few years and now early in 2009, this brave soldier has gone home having 
passed on Tuesday January 27" with his dear loyal loving friend Debbie Johnson at his side. 


Art will be missed by all who knew him. 
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Alaska Woods Mar 2009 Timber Talk 
Hot & Cold By Dave Phillips 


Firstly- Chena Hot Springs 


These hot springs, first discovered in 1905, 60 miles northeast of 
Fairbanks, were developed by 1911 as a resort destination, and 
have been continually upgraded over the years. 

Today it boasts indoor and outdoor pools, a full service hotel and 
many supplementary activities. 

A wooden token advertising the Hot Springs Hostel has been 
around for some time. 

Enquiries at the present hotel (www.travbuddy.com/Chena-hot- 
springs.html) did not turn up any knowledge of who, where or 
when the Hostel wood’s issuers might be. 
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More in-depth research is needed, but the wood actually exists. Above woods are printed in black 


Secondly- Cold Bay 


Cold Bay is a small town located on a bay at the western tip of the Alaska Peninsula, 634 miles southwest of Anchorage 
(the mainland ends here at Cold Bay and the Aleutian islands extend westerly from there.) 

In 1978, 79 and 1980, Mr. “Tuck” Mallory organized hunts for Canada Geese from Cold Bay. His excursions could ac- 
commodate only 69 hunters per trip, flown from Anchorage to Cold Bay, where they either camped outside or could pitch 
their sleeping bags on the floor of the local Volcano Lodge. From there hunters could rent cars or trucks to reach hunting 
spots. It was a rustic way to freeze your gunstock off. Mallory hired Elbee of San Antonio, Texas to strike 500 woods an- 
nually for these three hunts. Woods were liberally distributed to hunters, friends and token collectors at gun and outdoor 


shows Mallory attended to promote his excursions. 





The 1978 obverse does not have the 
word “Aleutian” above the goose 
image, nor the words “Canada 
Goose” below. This wood was 
struck in either dark blue or black, 
creating two varieties. 


The 1979 wood has red design and 
lettering. 


The 1980 wood has green design 
and lettering.

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THE ‘POPSICLE PETE” WOODS

| am lucky enough to like Popsicles. When | purchased the usual double-stick package and enjoyed the 
cool orange flavour on a hot day, | noticed that one side contained the words “10 POINTS Popsicle Pete” 
written on one side. 


We usually assume that wooden tokens are worth either money (i.e. nickel), products (i.e. coffee, $1 off 
on a $10 purchase) or an intangible (good for 3 cheers). However, after looking at the rules & regulations 
that the store gave me (this was before the days of the Internet), | found out that you could redeem points 


On the assumption that the sticks were a medium of exchange just like street car tickets of subway tokens 
that could be redeemed just like you were using cash, | looked down during my walks not only to see if | 
can find money but also Popsicle sticks. 


POPSICLE HISTORY: 

The Popsicle® brand is an American Classic! Beloved by the young and young at heart, Popsicle® pops come in a variety of 
flavors, colors, and textures everyone can enjoy. In fact, the Popsicle® family includes more than 30 creative variations on the 
original Popsicle® product. 


The Popsicle® ice pop was accidentally invented in 1905 by 11-year-old Frank Epperson. Epperson left a mixture of powdered 
soda and water and a stirring stick in a cup on his porch. That night San Francisco experienced record low temperatures, and 
Epperson awoke the next morning to find a frozen pop that would eventually become a favorite American treat. 


AN ACCIDENTAL DISCOVERY BECOMES A POPULAR PRODUCT 

Epperson originally named his creation the "Epsicle," and it quickly became popular with his school friends. It wasn't until 
1923, however, while running a lemonade stand at an amusement park in Oakland, Cal., that he realized the commercial possi- 
bilities of his invention. Epperson changed the name of his treat to "Popsicle," after his children’s frequent requests for "Pop’s 
*sicle," and applied for a patent. The patent for frozen ice on a stick was issued August 19, 1924. Around 1925, Epperson sold 
the rights to the brand name Popsicle® to the Joe Lowe Company in New York. By 1928, Epperson had earned royalties on 
more than 60 million Popsicle® ice pops. 


THE GROWTH OF POPSICLE 

The popularity of the Popsicle® brand continued to soar through the 1950s. Many families moved to the suburbs and could af- 
ford modern conveniences, like refrigerator/freezers. It was at this time that the Popsicle® multipack was introduced and sold in 
grocery stores. 


In 1965, the Popsicle® brand became part of Consolidated Foods Corporation. At that time, the company offered 34 different 
flavors with new and exciting treats introduced continuously. 


In 1986, the Gold Bond Ice Cream Company in Green Bay, Wis., purchased the U.S. operations of Popsicle Industries. Three 
years later, Gold Bond was purchased by Unilever, and in 1993 the name was changed to the Good Humor-Breyers® Ice Cream 
Company. Today, Popsicle® is the No. | kids’ novelty brand.
